With 
regard to those Jews, however, who had a place in tho labor process, no real 
effect could be found of their work. They used their job mostly only as a measn 
to an end, namely in order first to docro the intensified measures against Jewry 
and secondly to be able to esrry on their black mrkct activities without inter- 
ference. Only by continuous police interference was it possible to provent of 
these activitios. w.fter it had bocn found in more and more c s thet Jews had 
succeeded in makin- themselves indispensable to their saployers by providing 
th.ii with goods in scarce su^ply etc., it was considered necessary to introduce 
really craconic i LCASUL CS .

Even later no cffect from tho poison could be SER lwO-suRjects Wer orn 
therefore rejected. no Dullct entrance showed no peculiarities, The 

Arteria Fomoralis of ono subject was apparently damaged. A light coleured 

flew of bleod issued from the cntrance hele. The bleeding however stopped

most 3/4 of a litre, so it was by ne moans fatal, 












The symptoms shown by the three condemned persons were suprisingly the 
same, at first, nothing special was noticcablo. after 20 te 25 minutes, a 
disturbance of the motor nerves end 2 light flow of saliva began, but both 
stopped again. After 40 to A44 minutes a strong flow of saliva appeared, 

The poisoned persons swallowed frequently, later the flow of saliva is so 
strong that it can no lenger be controlled by swallowing.

Considering that the population of the Baltic countries had 
suffered very heavily under the government of Bolshevism and Jewry 
while they were incorporated in the USSR, it was to be exoccted that 
efter thc liber- tion from that foreign government, they (i.e. the pop- 
ul-tion themselves) would render harmless most of tho enemies left 
behind after the retreat of the Red Army. It was the duty of the 
Security Police to set in motion these self-cleansing movements «nd 
to direct them into the correct channels in order to accomplish the 
purpose of the cleonsing operations as quickly as possible, It was no 
less important in view of the future to establish the unshakoble and 
prov^ble fact thet the liberated poouletion themselves took the most 
severe measures against the Bolshevist and Jewish enemy quite on their 
own, so that the dircction by German authorities could not be found 
out e 


In Lithouania this was achieved for the first time by partisan 
activitics in Kowno. To our surprise it was not easy st first to sot 
in motion an extensive porsrom against Jews, KLDU.TIS, the leader of 
the p^rtisan unit, mentioned above, who was used for this purpose 
primarily, succeeded in starting a pogrom on the basis of advice given 
to him by œ small advanced dotachacnt acting in Kowno, and

Apart from organizing and carrying out measures of execution, the 
creation of Ghettos was begun in the larger towns at oncc during the 
first days of operations, This was especially urgent in Kowno because 
there were 30.000 Jews in a total population of 152,400, Therefore, 
at the end of the first pogrom a Jewish Committee was summoned who 
were informed that the German authoritics so far had not scen any rea- 
son to interfere in the quarrels between Lithouanians and Jews. The 
sole basis for creating a normal situation would be to construct a 
Jewish Ghetto. Against remonstrations mede by the Jewish Committee, 
it was declarcd that there was no other pocsibility to prevent furthor 
pogroms, On this the Jews at once dcclarcd themsclves ready to do 
everything in their power to transfer their co-racials to the town 
district of Viriampol which was intcndod as a Jewish Ghetto and with 
the greatest possible speed. This own district lios in tho triangle be- 
tween the lamel river end a tributary; it is connected with Kowno by one 
bridge only and can, therefore, easily be locked off. 


In Riga the so-called "Moskau suburb" was dcstinated as a Ghetto, 
This is the worst dwelling district of Riga, already now mostly inhabited

ing in the villare were not reported as quickly as possible, 


Ihe tactics, to put terror egainst terror, succeeded marvellously. 
From fear of reprisals, the peasants came a distance of 20 km

Services and a special section of scientific service, but also 
that plans are desired for a string of institutes which like- 
wise deals with the main topic of tho research mission:

the followins is noticeable in ro;nrds tə tho Reich's relativo 
points (Par,18): "Tho special nim is to obtain a clarification 
of tho relations to tho German factors. It is to bo pointod 
out that Germany is at war with lioscow and therefore is our 
ally which one must support in battle, At the same timo it is 
omphasized that the opyortunity of tho construction of a Ukrni- 
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nian political system doses not only depend alone on the Germans 
but also on our own combinec orzanization and on our ability 

to produce. Our motto here is: "Our stron;th lies in oursel- 
ves," (This settlement of a Germen policy differentiates it-

On 17 May 1933, Leonhard Hausmann from Augsburg, 31 years old, married, 
relief worker, who was kept in protective custody in the Dachau concentra- 
tion camp, was shot by SS Staft Sergent Karl Ehmann, According to the 
account of the Latter, Hausmann was to dig out young fir trees in the woods 
in the vicinity of the camp and pile them up on a certain spot. He was 
supervised by Ehmann, Suddenly the latter did not see him anymore. There- 
fore Ehmann looked after the prisoners and saw him running away in a stooped 
position, Ehmann ran after him, called "Halt" several times, once also 
"Stop", but in vain. Whereupon Ehmann raised his pistol at the prisoner 
and fired without aiming; Hausmann dropped dead. Ehmann asserts that he 
fired from a distance of 10 to 12 meters, 


The corpse was inspected already on 17 bay 33 with the assistance of 
the State court physician, It was found that death was duc to a shot 
through the left side of the chest. According to the autopsy protocol, 
the shot was fired from a distance less thin 1 meter, Meanwhile the legal- 
medical institute ascertained thet the distance was less than 30 cm. 


Today I nave proferrod public charges agoinst Ehmann ond have re- 
quested to begin and to carry out a preliminary court investigation and 
to issue an arrest warrant against him for danger of escape and of pre-

proceedings, as aci as the issuance of an arrest warrant for the said accused.

intcrest were touched, In order to enable the Jewish Board of Eldors to 
exscute its orders, a Jewish Police force was sect up, identified by special 
armbands and a special beret and arrod with rubber trunchcons, This Jewish 
Police force was charzced with maintaining order and sccurity within the 
Ghetto and was subordinated to the Soman and Polish Police.

months. There were differently cquipncd dug-outs for rich and for 
poor Jows. To discover the indivičusi dug-outs was difficult for the 
inits, as pae had been «Pficicntly camouflrged. In many cases, it 
was possible only througk *strayal on the part of the Jews., 
When only a few drys hed pssed, it becenc anperent that tho Jews no 
longer hec any intention to resettle voluntari ily, but were determincd 
to resist evacuation with all thcir force and bv usins ell the weepons 
at their disposal. Ss-callcd battle groups hed bcon formed, led by 
Polisb-Bolshevists; they were ermcd and paid eny price sskéd for 
Avallablc “rms. 
During the Large-scale action we succecdcd in cetchine some Jews who 
hec alrcedy been evecuétea and resettled in Dublin or Troblinka, but 
had broken out from there and returned to tho Ghetto, cauipped with 
arms and eunitbon. Lir. anc again Polish bandits found refuge in 
the Ghetto and remeincd there undisturbed, Since we had no forces 
at our disposal to comb cut this meze. Whereas it hed been possible 
eo - ns the first yS to catch considcrebls c unbo rs of Jcws, who are 
cowards by nature, it became more and more di ficult during the second 
half of the action to capture the bendits end Jews. Ovor and over 
again new battle groups consisting of 20 to 20 or more Jewish fellows, 
LO to 25 Peers Of age. comoenicd by Orresyvonding number of women 
kindled new resistance. These battle groups were under orders to put 
up arme resistance to the las ina if necessary to escape arrest by 
committing suicide. Une such battle group succeeded in mounting a 
truck by ascending from & scwer in the so-called Proste, and in 
;Sceping with it (ebcut 30 to 35 bendits). Une bendit who had ar= 
rived with this truck exploded 2 hand grenades, which wes the agrecd 
Signel for the bandits waiting in the sewer to climb out of it, The 
bandits end Jews, - th Wore Polish bendits among these genes armed 
with carbines, small arms, end in one case e light machine gun, = 
mounted the truck enc drove away in an unknown direction.

During this armed resistence the woren belonring to the bettle 
groups werc cquinncd thu seme es the men; some wore members of 
the Cheluzim movericnt.

It happened time and azåin thet 
these women had pistols or hand grenaces(Polish "pinoapplo" 
hend grenades) concealed in their bloomers up the rast mo- 
ment to use azainst the mon of the Waffen SS, Police, cr 
Wehrmacht., 

Ine resistarce put up by the Jews and bandits could be 
braken only by relentlessly using all our force and enor gy by 
Cay and night. On 25 April 1943 the Reichs Fuchrer SS issued 
through the Hizhor SS and Police @uchrer Past at Cracaw his 
order to comploto the combing ^ut of tho Wersaw Ghetto with the 
greatest severity an? relentle ss tenacity. I thcref^ro decided to 

destroy the entire Jewish resifential area by setting « every 

block on fire, including tho blocks of residential buildings near 
the armament works. One concern aftor the other wee systématical- 
ly evacuated and subsequently lostroyed by fire. The Jews thoh 
pad from their hiding places and dug-outs in almost ovcry 
case, "5t infroquontly tho Jews stayed in the burhing buildings 
until, because of the heat and the foap of being burned alive 
they preferred to jump down from tho upper stories after havinz 
thrown mattresses and cther uoholstercd articles into the strcot 
from the bmrning buildinzs, With thoir bones br- ken, they still 
tried to crawl across the street into blocks of 5uil?oincs which 
had nat yet been set on fire or were only partly in flames, Of- 
the Jews changed their hiding places curing the nicht, by moving 
into the ruins of burnt-^ut builcinzs, taking refuge thoro until 
they weno f^und by >ur patrols, Their s ay in the sewers also 
ecased t^ be pleasant after the first week, Frequently from the 
anak: wo could hear loud voices coming through the sewer shafts. 
Then the mon of the ee d SS, the Police ^r tho Wehrmecht Engi- 
neers couprapgecusly climb Gown the shafts to E out the Jews 
and not infreguently pete pos stumbled over Jews already deod, 
or were shot at. It was always necessary to use amoko cand los to 
Crive out the Jews, Thus ^no cay we opened 183 sewer entrance 
holes and at a fixed time lowered smoke candles into them, with 
the result that tho bmđits fled from what they believed to bo 
zas to the center ^f tho former Ghetto, where they could thon 

be pulle? cut ^f the sewer holes there, / erent number of Jews, 
whe ec^ulo n t be counted, were exterminate by blowing up sewers 
and dug--^uts. 

The longer the resistance lasted, tho t uchér tho mon ^f the 
Waffen SS, Police nnd Wehrmacht became: thoy ae dese tà their duty 
indefatizaoly in feithful oomraceship anc’ sto tosether as mode 
els anc examples of soldiers, Their duty howe Fen lastod from 
early morning until late at nicht, At nicht. search patrols with 
rags wound pound their feet remained at the heels of the Jews 
anc gave them no respite. Not infrequently they cnught and killed 
Jews whe used*the night hours for supplemen nting their stores 
from abandoned Cugecuts and for contacting neighboring groups 
‘Yr exchanging news with them, ! 

Considering that the greater part of the mon of the Waffen- | 
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SS nad only been troinod for three to four woeks before being 
assigned to this actio n, high erccit should be given for the. eee 
pluck, courage, anc devotion to duty which they shcewed, [It must 
be stated that the Wehrmacht Engineers, to O, executed the olowinz3 
up of dug=cuts, sewers, and concroto buildin; S vasa wncePatigae 
bility and esreat covotion to cuty. Officers and men of tho 
Police, a Largo part ofwhom hed already been at tho fr nj, again 
excelled by their cashing spirit. 

Unly throurh the continuous and untiring work of all ine 
slved aia we succed in catching a toal of 56,065 Jews whos e 
MS e ae bi ca can be proved, To "this should be "ade ed the number 
if Jews whe lost their lives in explosions or fircs but wh-se 

numbers oruld not be ascertained, 
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Curing the large-scale operation the aryan population was in- 
formed by posters that it was strictly forbidden te enter the 
former Jovish 7hotto and that anybody caught within the former 
Che tte without a valid pass would be shot. At the same time 
these posters informed the aryan population again that the 

death penalty would be imposed on any body who intentionally 
gave refuge to a J wp ceseciczlly lodscd, supported, or conceal- 
ed a Jew outside the Jowish residential Arca e.

On £9 xay 1933 p.m., br, Wintersberger, the chief prosecutor 
(Oberstaatsenwalt) of the State Court (Lanàgerioh^) munich m qe 
has handed me his report of 29 Mey 1933 with two copies of the 
"special regulations" concerning inmetes of the concent rabi on- 
camp Dachau (Camp Organization) and stated orally that several 
deaths have been repcrted from the concentration camp Dachau. 
curing the last few days showing that the report of the 

camp commandant and the cémpphysician as to the causes of 
death is hardly in conformity with the findings of the coro- 
ner's inquest and autopsy, so that the evidence obtained by 
the inquiry so far would justify the suspicion of crimes 
committed. The essential contents of his oral report on the 
single cases is incorporated in the memorandum of 30 hay 1933

The same day, on 29 way 1935, I reported on this subject to the 
State minister of Justice in the presence of amtsgerieohts- 
direktor SPRICh.

ltem on the agenda of the wecting of ministerson 31 May

In the Old Reich : again and again thc complaint can be heard that a shortage 
of agricultural workers exists, and that it cannot be reinc¢dicd by any means 
nuch Polish farmworkers have ceen placed at dispossl,. The employment 
offices have informed farmers end owners of estates who are Looking for wor- 
kers that it was difficult to get any workers at ali from Folend, that the 
recruiting in the Government-General and aiso in tne Eastern torritory was 
initiated and the Poles who had applied were placed. 


A few days ago, the ike Farmers Leader from Neutits chein cailed on our 

Office and told us that in his ai strict many lands were still not yet tilled 

because there is a lock of any workers, The Reich ‘Food istate has decreed 

that everyone can procu himself Polish workers in the Eastern territory 

or in the Government General. 

This appears preposterous if one knows that the office of the Higher SS and 
Police leader as deputy of the Reich commissar tor the streng hening of 

German nationslity, Land Vide Silesia, cennot perform the confiscations of 
small and even very small a ricuitural enterprises for the reason that we do 

not know where to put the former Polish owners. Until now the work regarding 

the confiscaticn of Polish small farms has been linited to Sirs BAPER 
villages. I heave alrea ‘ay reported on this matter for the county of Blachownia 
as well as for the county of Biclitz-Bia Lla, in connection with i. institu- 

tion of a concentration camp in Auschwitz. 


I have made an arrangement with the Chief of an employment agency to transfer 
at once for employment into the Old Reich such Poles as agricultural workers 
who are designated by us. 


It is possible without difficulty to accomplish the confisca res of small 
agricultural enterprises in the viliages in which larger agricultural enter- 
prises have been already confiscated and are under the management of the 
East German Corporation for agriculturel Development. For it is by no means 
difficult for the larger agricultural cst: te, to menage a few hundred acres, 
of course seascape with its own character without any particular additional 
expenses. It is a matter of course that above all Polish arable lands adja- 
cent to the land of the estate should be confiscated and added to the estate 
for exploitation, agricuitural-technical or other difficulties by no means

County. 





With the scope of responsibility af the Higher SS — and Police leaders as 
the deputy of the Heichs-Commissar for tho strengthening of German nation- 
ality, Land officer Silesia, a survey was made in Blachownia County since 
the beginning of april as to how far confiscations of agricultural enter- 
prises in Polish ownership could be accomplished, 


Before the outbreak of the war the present county of Blachownia was a part 
of Czestachowa County (before 1941 this territory belonged to Russian 
Poland). Only recently, it was decided to incorporate the present county 
area of Blachownia County into the district of Oppeln. Blachownia is a 
rather big market-place which in Polish times was even called a Spa. 


As the necessary preparations can be considered closed in the following a 
Short survey on the general conditions shall be given as far as they are 
at prisent of interest and importance. 


At first, contact was made by the Ohief of the local agency of the Land 


Office ln Lublinitz, with the local authorities of the Party, the State 
such as the East German Corporation for Agricultural Development and the 
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Secret State Police, and after a thcrough exposition of the eims of the 

Land Office, excellent state of agreement was reached, Before this the 

Lend Office of Kattowitz had discussions in the same direction regarding the 
Blachownia County with the higher authorities of the Party 2nd the State 
District Governor (Regierungspresident), Provincial Governor (Oberpresident), 
Gauleitun). 


The chief of the local agency at Lubliritz had found out that a number of 
villages exist in Biachownia Gounsy the inhalatant3 of which belong for 
the greatest part to the Germen AGI vCy aml that particularly in recent 
years the Polish nationality strougiy penetrated into these small ethnic 
German islands. 


Blachownia County comprises about 133,000 inhabitants. Of these, 2000 can be 
considered without further ado as ethnic Germans. The number of Jews is 
estimated at 6,000, 260 villages are combined in 15 greater communities. 
dn 3 of such greater communities to which also the German villeges belong, 
racial German mayors are in office, 


l - the greater community Lipie: Mayor Mueller, comprising the 
racisl-Ccrman viiluges of Haukow, Lindow, Natalin ond Rosalin, 


2- the greater community Scharny-Las: Mayor Lorenz, comprising 
the raciel-German villages cf Schwarzwald, 


3 - the greater community Wrzosowa: Mayor Neugebauer, comprising 
the racial—German -rillage of Alt-Hutau. 


The rest of the comuunities ara Polish throughout and have still an almost

pure Polish administratión, 


To 1) In greater Lipie 20 of the 23 villages are destroyed up to 
80%. The ethnic-German families are living in tho most 
primitive fonditions, closely compressed into the few dwelling- 
houses still remaining or into other poorly prepared shelters 
consisting of destroyed houses even in holes in the ground, 
Ihe German villages mentioned were founded about 80 years 
ago by Germans who came mostly from Middle-Silosia (Strehlen, 
district of Bresiau). By hard work they have cleared the 
woods and created farms. 


To 2) The Germans of this village immigrated about 100 years ago 
from the region of Frankfurt or Main and have built up by 
thelr own work their economic basis of life, 


To 3) In Alt-Hutau, it is a question above all, of Sudeten German- 
weavers, who immigrated in 1812 from Machrisch-Truebau, 
Because of shortage of raw materials for several months the 
looms have been idle, so that, on account of the cessation 
of this so necessary opportunity for additional income, the 
economic situation of these ethnic-Germans is endangered. 


In course of time, of course, the Poles also have intruded into these Ger- 
man settlements with the purpose at first to weaken Germanism in its econo- 
mic existence and finally to drive it out. The agricultural enterprises of 
the racial-Germans have sizes from 14 to 5 hectares. In all probability the 
enterprises have become so small due to partitioning and above all to econo- 
mic pressure from the former Polish masters. 


By the quick advance of the German troops a terrible massacre of the ethnic- 
Germans by the Poles of the Polish soldiery hs been prevented. Before the 
outbreak of the war, the Poles in these German settlements behaved very 
aggressively against tho German nationality and everything was made ready 
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for its destruction during the disorders of war. Even if ab the present 
moment the Poles have become a little more quiet it appears that it concerns 
only outward appearances, Thorefore. it is absolutely necessary to bring 
about a strenrtaori g oi the Germen pavioraiit; ia the small far advanced 


German linguistic isieads. These euhoic-cermeas nake the best igyression. 
For whole decades they have not abardore? bbei German national culture 
despite terror and sc on, Lui hore -onfessed f-rmLy and resolutely. Thus 
for example, the presam tayor Moelle: ot Netetin has given to German chil- 
dren during the Polish tines tassc.c ir veziing ond writing on Saturday and 


Sunday because a school for she German minority did not exist. The ethnic- 
Germans and above all the youth knows the German language not only, orally 
but even by the written word, 


In order to break down the Polish nationality most quickly in the German 
villages, the Polish agricultural enterprises were confiscated. Therewith 
it has to be remarked further that also Polish enterprises were destroyed 
by warfare and the Poles too are partly in a situation which gives grounds 
for fear in so far that theft of German property and other encroachments on 
the part of the Poles may occur. The confiscation was done in accordance 
with the directives of Reich Fuehrer-SS as Reich Commissioner for the 
strengthening of German nationality, on 9 May in the villages of Natalin 

and Rosalin., ås the Polish enterprises were from 2 to about 8 hectares in 
Size and the aro. land and tno farm-buildings are dispersed within the 
area, The County agronomist (Kreislandwirt) of the East-German Agricultural 
Development Corporation thought that a centralized management of the con- 
fiscated farms by appointment of a manager was impractical. He resolved 
therefore to give the arable lands, livestock and other property to the 
trusteeship of needy racial-Germans. The agronomist who was present at the 
performance of the confiscation accomplished this at once on the spot.  How- 
ever he thought it necessary to take the former Polish owners as farm-workers 
to an estate in Blachownia County which is also managed by the East-German 
Agricultural Development Corporation, in order to enable the racial-Üermans 
installed to run the Polish enterprises vithout friction.  To-day in fact 
farm-workers are lacking here, for the former workers were Jews and are 
useless for such work and moreover, they would endanger an orderly manage- 
ment. However, if the Poles would remain on their former farms the danger 
of the worst scrt of sabotage to the agricultural property niw at the 
disposal of the German Reich would exist. The Poles are paid for their 
work, The execution of the confiscation as well as the transfers of the 
Polish farm-workers to the estate of the East-German Corporation for Agri- 
culture Management was eccomplished quite quietly and without friction. 


In the same way as it was done until now the break-up of Polish Nationality 
will be shortly accomplished in the other racial-German villages as well. 


Because of the extremely good cooperation with the authorities, the party 
offices and the East German Corporation for Agricultural Development, and 
above all with the Secret State Police the confiscations etc. will be accom 
plished absolutely without friction in the future, as well especially as 
preparations of greatest minuteness will secure the success from the outset, 


Before the end of June the soil in the ethnic-Gorman villages of Blachownia 
County will be taken entirely from Polish hands and be confiscated for the 
German Reich at the disposal of Reich Fuhrer-SS as Reich Commissioner for 
the strengthening of German Nationality.

Ihe attached secret reports received from General Commissar 
KUBE deserve special consideration. 


The fact that Jews receive special treatment requires no 
further discussion. However it appears hardly believable that 
his is done in the way described in the report of the General 
commissar of 1 June 1943. What is Katyn against that? Imagine 
Only that these occurrences would become known to the other side 
and exploited by them! ost likely such propaganda would have no 
effect only because people who hear and read about it, simply 
would not be ready to believe it. 






The fight against bands also is taking on forms which are 
highly questionable if pacification ana exploitation of the several 
territories are the aims of our policy. Thus, the doad who were 
Suspected of belonging to bands and whose number was indicated in 
the report of 5 June 1943 about the "Cottbus" project to have 
amounted to 5,000, in my Opinion, with few exceptions would have 
been: suitable for forced labor in the Reic:; 


it should not bo ignored in this connection that in view of 

the difficulties of making oneself understood, as generally in 
such clean-up operations, it is very hard to distinguish friend 

swt rom foe. Nevertheless, it should be possible to avoid atrocities 

@ onc to bury those who have been liquidatod. To lock mon, womon 
and children into barns and to sot fire to thesc, does not appear 
to be a suitable mothod of combatting bands, even if it is desired 
to oxtorminato the population. This method is not worthy of the 
German cause and hurts our reputation sevorely.

When the Fuehrer asstmed the direction of the fate of the German 
Reich and people on 30 January 1933, he found in the domain of the police, 
as in all other fields, a situation which bore all the signs of the ir- 
responsible incapability of the Weimar system, The concept of a police 
force, were, together with the Marxist-Liberal tendency and their character- 
istic practices the main reasons for the insufficiently organized and 
therefore in many respects helpless condition of the police. 





This was particularly obvious in that part of the police system to 
which was assigned the task of tho safekecping of the community against 
innor-political dangers from the beginning of all historical state activitye 
The activities to which we are accustomed today under the concept of 
"Security Police" was, under tho "Woimar Interim Stato" in its political police 
fiold, exclusively directed towards q prevention of the unavoidable collapse 
6f.its systom, ospocially-drainst tho National Socialist movement, with the 
uso of more or less brutal means of powor of the state, and was decisively 
handicapped in the domaine of criminal police by the organizational 
splintering as woll as tho liboralistio sympathy towards crimes and 
criminals which oxistod at that timo, 


The task of the New National Socialist Socurity Police, which bo- 
camo apparent with tho assumption of power in 1955, had to include as a 
nucleus the creation of an organism with the view towards tho vital 
necessities of tho pooplo and without consideration of the individual ine 
terest the safeguarding of tho comunitics against all disturbancos and 
destructionse The proroquisito for its organization was tho strict co- 
ordination of the political and criminal police, which were split through 
tho federal stato regulations and which alone could provide the necessary 
striking power for tho struggle against the onomios of tho nation and in 
the service of tho commands of the loadorship (Fuchrung)e Tho foundation 
for this achicvomont of restoration were tho National Socialist viows of 
the world, tho occupation of important positions by proved national 
socialistic fighters and tho innor core of a large part of the police 
officials which had romained unharmed in Spite of all tho attempts to 
rousc thome 





Tho fight against tho political, as woll as tho individual criminal 

which wore the responsibility of tho political departmonts of the police 

# administration and of tho criminal police and which is now combinod under 
the torm of "Socurity Police" took a continuously doveloping form in the 
oxocution of its contral goal, as woll in its content as in its organiza- 
tione With tho knowlodgo that the polico in tho National Socialistic Stato 
of which it is a distinguished rcprosontativo, must not only bo tho best 
friond of tho pooplo but also, and just for tho samo ronson, tho most 
pitiloss advorsary of all tho onomios of tho nation, the provontivo fight 
against criminals was addod to tho activitios of tho security police which 
was proviously mainly punitive and oxocutivo, This constitutos a decisivo 
innovation in the general dovolopmont of tho polico, The activitios of 
tho socurity polico woro furthormoro considorably supported by the com- 
munication sorvico, nnd partially mado possible only by tho dovolopmont of

Tho samo day a circular decree 
was issuod by tho Prussian Ministers of tho Interior regulating tho tasks 
and responsibilitics of tho Secret Stato Police and establishing a State 
Police Bureau in each government district of Prussia as a subordinate to

Parallel to that dovolopmont in Prussia, tho Roichsfuchror SS 
Heinrich HIMMLER created in Bavaria, tho Bavarian Political Police, ond 
also suggestod and directed in tho other federal statos outside of Prussia 
the establishment of Political Polico, The unification of the Political 
Police, of all the federal states, took placo in tho spring of 1934 when 
Hormann GOERING appointed Roichsfuohror SS Heinrich HIMMLER, who had 
meanwhile been nominated as Commander of tho Political Police Forcos of all 
tho fodoral states possiblee Tho Prussian law about tho Secret Stato Police,

A now decisive chapter of tho development began with the appoint 
mont of tho Reichsfuchror SS as Chief of tho German Police by moans of the 
Docroo of tho Fuchrer montionod above dated 17 Juno 1956, and tho nomina- 
tion which followed of SS Grupponfuchror Maj Gon HEYDRICH, who up to then, 
had boon Chiof of tho Socrot Stato Police Buroau and Chiof of tho Contral 
Security Buroau of tho SS, as Chiof of tho Socurity Polico (Secret Stato 
Police and Criminal Police)e Tho torm "Socrot Stato Police" was docrood 
by tho Roichsfuohror SS and Chief of tho Gorman Police on 28 August 1936 in 
the process of establishing uniformity for all tho political police forces

munity at thoir vory start, Constant investigation ana observation of the 
onomios of tho Stato and quick action in tho caso of rocognition or after 
Commitment of tho act, thus go hand in hand, The Secret Stato Polico by 
carrying out those tasks, contributed decisively to the fact that tho 
National Socinlist construction work could be executed in the past ton years 
without any serious attempts of intorforonce by the political onomios of 
tho natione, 


e Tho Criminal Policoe 


The subordination of the Criminal Police of tho Roich under the Chicf 
of tho Security Police, as doerced on 26 Juno 1936 became tho fundamental 
basis for tho uniform developmont throughout all Germany of the Criminal 
Police, which had usen organized difforontly in all tho federal states up 
to this timo, namoly for the ostablishmont of tho Reich Criminal Police in 
its present form of organization, Tho circular docroo of 20 Sopt 1936 
stated tho first fundamental regulations for tho reorganization of tho 
Criminal Police of tho State, separating tho Prussian stato Criminal Police 
Burcau, in le-aiity as woll as function, from the Polizeipraesidium (Polico 
Presidoncy) in Berlin and charging it with tho professional direction of 
tho Criminal Police of 2411 tho German federal states, Stato as woll as 
communal, The Reich Contral Bureau for tho strugglo against tho fntor- 
national and profossional criminals as woll as against habitual instinctive 
criminals, which was attached to the State Criminal Police Bureau, was 
particularly charactorizod in tho courso of this procoss by its closo 
rolationship to tho practicos of tho Criminal Polico, 


Tho wholo torritory of tho Roich was simultanoously dividod into 
Criminal Polico (Direction) Buroaus on tho basis of criminal goographical 
dolinoation of Spheros of conpotoneo in place of tho Stato Criminal (Police) 
offices, Tho now Sphoros occasionally combinod sovoral criminal polico 
officose Insofar as Criminal Police District Offices aro not affiliated to 
Stato Polico Administrative Offices, local dutios falling within criminal 
police jurisdiction aro to bo takon caro of by the crime sections of theso 
State Polico Administrative Offices. 


In tho courso of furthor organizational dovolopmont, the title of 
Roichskriminalpolizoiamt (Reich Criminal Polico Buroau) was conferred on 
tho Prussian Stato Criminal Polico Buroau through a docroo of 16 July 1937, 
This buroau was directly subordinated to tho Chiof of Security Polico, 


This nowly crontcd organizational systom rondorod possible the 
Successful activity of tho German Criminal Police, which also bocamo in- 
creasingly moro porfoct in tochnical fiolds, From thon on Criminal Polico 
did not limit itsolf to ropressive activity, but paid much attention to 
provontivo combatting of crime on tho basis of national protoctivo idoology, 
The correctness of planning and dovolopmont is domonstratod most clearly in 
tho doclino of criminality in tho subsoquont poriod, 


9e Tho Socurity Sorvico of tho Roichsfuehror SS (SD). 
nnn ronstuehror SS (SD) 


Recognizing that accurato knowledge of tho cnemy, of his mothods 
and aims, is ono of tho most important bases of any successful strugglo, 
tho Roichsfuchror Sg cronted an intolligence service organization as oarly as 
1932 undor tho thon SS-Standartonfuchror (Colonel) Reinhard HEYDRICH, From 
the beginning mombors of tho SS woro tho full-timo agonts of tho SD, which 
had omorged from tho SSe 


Aftor tho seizure of power tho loadors of tho National-Socialist 
Movomont felt tho nocossity for curront objoctivo information about newsworthy 
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ovonts, This caused tho NSDAP to issuo an ordinance on 9 Juno 1934 which 
morgod all information facilitics thon oxisting within the Party organizas 
tion with the SD, and declared the latter to be sole Party information 


scrvicce Tho orginal task of intelligence coverage of the enemy was thereby 
expanded to gencral intelligonce activity, 


In the course of tho dovclopment as a whole, an increasingly closer 
cooperation of tho SD with the officos of the Security Polico resulted as a 
mattor of coursos Tho succossful combatting of all activity hostile tó the 
stato by the Security Police can bo traced back to a considerable extent to 
tho intolligoneo groundwork of tho SD. In addition the field of activity 
of tho SD was progressively expanded, because top Reich authorities delegated 
to the SD in a series of agreements tho task of informing theso authoritics 
about the effects of official measures upon popular moralee These agroo- 
monts also rogulatod the details of cooperation between thoso top Reich 
authoritios and tho SD. Today the oxploration of tho situation in all fields 
of lifo from tho information point of viow is incumbent upon the Security 
Service (SD) of tho Reichsfuchror SS, with special consideration of the 
morale factors and repercussions among the population. Tho results of its 
varicgated and responsible activity transmit an objective, always up-to- 
date picturo of tho situation to tho loading authoritios of Party nnd Stato, 


In addition thoy form valuable hints for current planning of tho comnpotont 
authoriticse 


The orsanizational structure within which tho SD became activo 
during tho iirst yoars of its existence and was hoadod by the Chief of tho 
Sichorheitshauptamt (Main Security Buroau) of tho SS, to whom in turn tho 
SS-Oborabschnitto and SD-Unterabsehnitto (rogional sub-divisions) were 
Subordinate. Tho climination of SD-Oborabsehnitto in Soptember 1939 ro- 
sultod in direct functional connection betweon tho SD-Absehnitto, as the 
regional sub-divisions wore now tormed, and the Sicherhoitshauptamt (Main 
Security Bureau) as central authority, Tho curront close personal and 
organizational connection botwoon tho SD and the SCcurity Police resulted 
from the Decree of the Reichsfuchrer SS and Chief of German Police, dated 
27 Soptombor 1939, This Docroco amalgamated the contral authorities of tho 
security police and of the SD, and vested it in tho nowly-croatod Chief of 
Security Police and SD, and above him in tho Roichssichorhoitshauptamt 
(Reich Main Security Buroau)e Since that timo the SD-(Loit)-Abschnitto and 
their subordinato offices havo boon under tho jurisdiction of the Roichs- 
sichorhoitshauptamt (Reich Main Security Bureau). 


The abovo description of the history of the Secret Stato Police 
(Gestapo), of tho Criminal Police and of tho Security Service (SD) of tho 
Reichsfuchrer SS only recounts tho oxtornal stages of dovolopmont, It can 
express only incomplotely the great degree of personal initiative and un- 
limited National-Socialist prowess in work and organization which was 
brought to bear by tho authoritative leadership personalities in building 
up the undertakings However, tho result of this concentrated offort is such 
that in those decisivo times an apparatus was created on an entiroly now 
basis which w^s from tho beginning a nocessary and effective instrument in 
the hands of tho natirnts leadership and proved that it is capablo of proe 
tecting tho natinnnl community against protracted intorferonce with commune 
al life. It is obvious thet thoso ontiro tasks could be handled only by 
mon who are deoply rooted in National Socialist idoology, ond who nro rondy 
to devote not only their total working e pacity, but also their lifo, to 
the comprchonsivo ronlization of tho National Socinlist idon in the course 
of the fulfilment of their dutios which is froquontly dangerous.  Bocauso 
of this, and according to the wish of tho Reichsfuchror SS and of thoir 
late Chicf, SS-OBERCRUPPENFUEHRER (Gcenoranl) Heydrich, it is tho duty of 
the Security Police and of tho SD not only to form a »orfoctly working admin= 
istrative machinery, but in addition it is thoir duty to form a battle 
community sworn to ^ common idoology and brotherhood. The currents of 
strength gonernted "y this battle community in fulfilling its difficult 
task of continuous combatting of everything inimicnl to the nation, a task 
which has to bo secomplished in inglorious silonco, shape tho National 
Socialist idmidcologically Thoso curronts of stronght also shane tho basic 
law of the SS, from tho mombors of which Security Police and SD are roe 
cruitod in incroasing moasuro,. Tangibly they shape tho continuous work in 
thoroughly training tho individuale Idcologicnl schooling, comradoshi», 
professional oducation and physical fitnoss nro inculeatod without conso; 
they take up ^ prominent p^sition sido by sido with tho professional d^ily 
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routine propor, especially in tho schools of the Security Sorvico nnd the 
SD ostablished for these purposos, 

Tr^inod in such a mamor, Security Polico and SD could do justice oven 
to tho monrt additional roquirements, which the four year battle for tho 
living rights of the German peoplo brourht in its traine Inall battlo 
aroas, md in all occupied territorios, the men of the Segurity Police 
end of tho SD stand side by sido with tho Armod Porcos, Ia struggle 
full of snerifice they devote all thétr stronpth to keop thfg rear of tho 

front free, ond to holp make secure Gorman roconstruction in occupiod torrt- 
tory. In the offices of the hono front, on the othor hand, the men ome 
ployed make certain that tho fight for life of tho German people is not im- 
paired by criminal elanentse Through increased of fort they oqu^lize tho addie 
tional tasks ond the additional work, which nre necessitated by the war as 
such end especially by the reduced number of porsonnol duo to Crafting of
